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Labor trouble over wages at the 
plant of the Giant Powder com- 
pany at Giant, which has been sim- 
mering for several weeks, reached 
a climax yesterday when sixty of 
the company’s skilled laborers— 
powder mixers, handlers and pack- 
ers—dropped their tools and left 
the plant. The men quit work 
after Assistant Superintendent R. 
H. Qpratton discharged three of 
them as labor agitators. 

‘At an open-air mass meeting of 
the strikers last night it was de- 
eided that they would not return 
to work until the three discharged 
men had been reinstated, and un- 
til the company met the demands 
of the strikers for a 25 per cent 
increase in wages ang time and a 
“half for all overtime. According’ to” 
the strikers, who are unorganized, 
two petitions have been present- 
ed to the company for a new wage 
scale. The first petition was hand- 
ed to the company officials Septem- 
ber 17, but was not acknowledged, 
according to the strike leaders. 
The second attempt of fhe men to 
secure recognition was yesterday. 
After the petition had been left at 
the office three men were dis- 
charged. 

According to Superintendent RB. 
W. Maynard, the powder men are 
receiving $3.04 a day for nine 
hours work, With an emergency 
“high-cost-of-living’ bonut os. 30 
per cent additional, The strikers 
assert they’ work from two to five 
hours overtime every day without 
extra pay, 

Maynard said last night the 
strike of the sixty men would not 
materially affect the output of the 
plant, but that tim company would 
take the men back if they chose to 
return.
